Angry outbursts from 
county residents prompted 
Reeve Ian Harvie to call on two 
Special Constables to restore 
order during a special meeting, 
at Mountain View County 
council chambers, Jan. 21. 

The meeting was held to an¬ 
nounce the sufficiency of a 
1,775 name petition that called 
for the halt of construction of 
a new administration building. 

County Commissioner 
Harold Johnsrude’s statement 
that the petition was not suffi¬ 
cient prompted outbursts from 
angry ratepayers and County 
Councillor Dave Derksen. 

Special Constables were on 
hand, ready to do whatever was 
necessary to calmly restore or¬ 
der, at what many expected to 
be an explosive meeting had the 
decision not gone the way peti¬ 
tioners wanted. 

MVC Council received the 
decision from Johnsrude at the 
same time as the gallery. 

“We weren’t sure how a 
meeting like that would un¬ 
fold,” said Johnsrude, when 
asked if constables were in¬ 
structed to be on hand for the 
meeting.

CESD one of Alberta’s top school jurisdictions

Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision (CESD), has been an¬ 
nounced as one of Alberta’s top 
four school jurisdictions among 
the province’s 60 school divi¬ 
sions when it comes to im¬ 
proved student achievement. 


“We are very honoured,” 
said Roy Brassard, chair CESD 
board. “The credit goes to eve¬ 
ryone in Chinook’s Edge; stu¬ 
dents, teachers, parents, bus 
drivers, school support staff, 
and division staff. We’ve all 
worked together to see that stu¬ 
dent results continue to im¬ 


prove every year, and that our 
actions and decisions show 
that students come first.” 

The Division was selected as 
a result of a study commis¬ 
sioned by a Canadian organi¬ 
zation called the Society for the 
Advancement of Excellence in 
Education (SAFE). Research¬ 


ers looked at various data from 
Alberta’s 60 school divisions 
from 1998 to 2003, including 
provincial achievement test re¬ 
sults and diploma exam results. 
After examining the data, 
Chinook’s Edge was selected as 
one of the top four “consistently 
improving” districts. Once se¬ 


lected, SAFE conducted a thor¬ 
ough search of the division’s 
policy and leadership structure. 
They also interviewed focus 
groups with the division’s lead¬ 
ers, school leaders, teachers 
and parents.

Lawyer challenges 
RCMP paperwork 


Lawyer challenges RCMP 
paperwork 

The defence lawyer for an Olds 
man on trial for driving under the 
influence hits challenged the ad¬ 
missibility as evidence of the cer¬ 
tificate documenting the results of 
a breathalyser test administered 
idler he was arrested. 

Kenneth Watson was charged 
last July 18. and has pleaded not 
guilty. 

At the beginning of his trial 
before Justice Ian Kirkpatrick in 
Provincial Circuit Court in 
Didsbury, Jan. 21, RCMP Const. 
Cindee Moore testified that she 
pulled Watson over after observ¬ 
ing him leave the Blue Yak, a 
popular Olds bar. and drive his 
vehicle through a playground 
zone without apparently slowing 
down to the posted 30 km speed 
limit. When he failed a roadside 
sobriety test and balked at her rec¬ 
ommendation of a 24-hour suspen¬ 
sion, she detained him and took 
him to the RCMP Didsbury de¬ 
tachment for a breathalyser. How¬ 
ever, when asked, under cross-ex¬ 
amination by Watson’s lawyer 
Will Willms, to verily that the car¬ 
bon copy of a certificate contain¬ 
ing the test results given to 
Watson the night of his arrest was 
an exact copy of the certificate ten¬ 
dered as an exhibit in the trial, 
Const. Moore said she “did not 
check every line” of the copy be¬ 
fore giving it to the accused man. 

Willms then objected to the 
document being admitted as evi¬ 
dence because, he argued, “an ex¬ 
act copy must be presented to an 
accused” and Const. Moore’s tes¬ 
timony was insufficient evidence 
that Watson had been accorded his 
right in this case. 

Justice Kirkpatrick has ad¬ 
journed the trial while the Crown 
prosecutor and Mr. Willms pre¬ 
pare formal briefs on the issue. A 
date to resume the trial will be set 
Jan. 26. 

“Drinking doesn’t agree 
with you” 

A Provincial Court judge has 
advised a 22-year-old man to stay 
away from alcohol while on pro¬ 
bation after sending him to a day 
in jail for kicking in a glass door 
during a confrontation with bar 
staff at the Dominion Hotel in 
Carstairs last May 17. “You are 
getting a break,” Mr. Justice Ian 
Kirkpatrick told Steven Longland 
in Provincial Circuit Court. 

Longland pleaded guilty to do 
ing the damage as he was being 
evicted from the bar. 

The Court heard that he is on 
probation for break and enter con¬ 
victions. 

“If you are on probation, don’t 


drink. It doesn’t agree with 
you,” Justice Kirkpatrick ad¬ 
vised. In addition to paying 
the hotel for the damage, 
court heard that Longland 
has been employed full time 
for three years at the same 
job. He lives with his mother, 
who came to court with him 
for the sentencing. 

Lack of transportation 
and stupidity 

A former Didsbury man 
who failed to report to his 
probation officer last October, 
then dropped out of sight of 
the authorities for several 
weeks after moving to Calgary 
said “lack of transportation 
and stupidity” account for his 
errant behaviour. 

Shawn Perrault pleaded 
guilty and was fined a total 
of $344 for two probation 
breaches in Provincial Circuit 
Court in Didsbury. 

He is on probation for con¬ 
victions related to credit card 
fraud. Perrault explained to Mr. 
Justice Ian Kirkpatrick that he 
did not have transportation to 
get to his probation appoint¬ 
ments in Didsbury and admit¬ 
ted that he neglected to advise 
the office of his move to Calgary, 
as he is required to do. However, 
he said, his probation order has 
been transferred to Calgary, 
where he is current with his re¬ 
porting requirements. While the 
Crown prosecutor acknowl¬ 
edged the dilemma Perrault 
faced, he asked for a “sentence 
with consequences.” 
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According to SAFE, 
“the central question 
posed by the study is 
whether the four consist¬ 
ently improving districts 
had certain characteristics 
that might be associated 
with their success. 

“While research tells us 
a great deal about effective 
schools and teachers, 
much less is known about 
best practice at the district 
level. That makes this 
study significant,” said 
Helen Raham, executive 
director, SAFE. “The evi¬ 
dence highlighted by this 
research will be of inter¬ 
est to Canadian school dis¬ 
trict leaders everywhere, 
who seek consistent im¬ 
provement across their 
schools and will invite 
thoughtful comparison 
with their own experi-

SAFE’s research showed 
factors that influence stu¬ 
dent success in CESD in¬ 
clude a strong vision and 
values that are known and 
practised by the board, by 
division and school staff 
members. The study also 
cited the division’s value for 
taking risks balanced with 
measurement and account¬ 
ability. SAFE also recorded 
that CESD practices a high 
degree of collaboration, and 
stakeholders have “mean¬ 
ingful involvement” in deci¬ 
sion-making. 

When conducting inter¬ 
views for the study, research¬ 
ers asked a number of CESD 
employees why they believed 
the division had seen consist¬ 
ent improvement in student 
achievement. According to 
the researchers, “a tabulation 


of the most frequent re¬ 
sponses is revealing. It 
highlights five features, 
professional development, 
trust and empowerment, 
leadership, the way in 
which AISI (Alberta Initia¬ 
tive for School Improve¬ 
ment) projects were han¬ 
dled, and the focus on re¬ 
sults.” 

“I’m excited about this 
study because it proves that 
our emphasis on continuous 
improvement in student 
learning has been effective,” 
said Jim Gibbons, CESD su¬ 
perintendent. “This study 
allows us all to reflect on 
what we've accomplished. As 
well, it gives us a guide to 
the future. We’ll be able to 
examine the results to deter¬ 
mine what practices we will 
continue, and what we will 
seek to improve.”

Shea resigned 
from MVTA

Sundre resident Arnie Shea 
has officially resigned from the 
Mountain View Taxpayers As¬ 
sociation (MVTA). 

This resignation comes at a 
time when the MVTA is up 
against the County in an on¬ 
going battle to stop a new 
County administration build¬ 
ing from being built for the es¬ 
timated $4.4 - $4.8 million. 

“Henry (Kuelker) has had a 
handle on it since 1999,” said 
Shea. “I did not attend meet¬ 
ings after the November work 
shops because the building com¬ 
mittee was well organized and 
I was dealing with the law 
suit.” 

Shea’s decision to resign was 
made for a number of reasons. 

“Some of us realized last fall 
that local governance practices 
(rural municipalities in par¬ 
ticular) would not improve 
without changing the policies 
they work under. Namely, the 
Municipal Government Act,” 
said Shea. “Local governments 
do not have an opposing party 
to keep the majority or ruling 
party in line. They often become 
dictatorial and are often con¬ 
trolled by administrable over¬ 
power. There have been over 
150 amendments to the Act that 
was an amalgamation of about 
15 separate Acts and it forgot 
about and actually orphaned 
citizens by taking away the 
overseers of affective democ¬ 
racy.” 

Shea went on to say that the 
local MLA will not “interfere” 
with local issues because it is 
political suicide to do so. Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs will not inter¬ 
vene unless you have 20'T of 
the voters petitioned and the 
Ombudsman has no authority 
over Municipalities. Shea has 
letters from almost every offi¬ 
cial Provincial department. 
Shea feels local residents live 
or die by the individuals you 
vote for and if you make a mis¬ 


take you change it every three 
years. It seems an injustice 
happens quickly and the repair 
could take forever? 

“Small rural counties 
abused the worst, possibly, be¬ 
cause, their selection of quali¬ 
fied representatives were small 
compared to the urban centres 
that selected from a larger 
population and maybe more a 
more versified crop. It may be 
that our County borders need 
to expand and our divisions 
made larger so we have a larger 
number to chose from,” said 
Shea. “However, the only way 
to have fair governing you 
must have an opposing force. 
Possibly, when the Council se¬ 
lects their Reeve, once a year, 
they should divide the council 
by drawing from a hat who 
should be the Indian and who 
should be the Cowboy. They did 
this in the new territorial gov¬ 
ernment. Then change sides 
once a year just to keep rivalry 
and fair governance in play. The 
hand book for Councillors ad¬ 
vocates team work. Teams, par¬ 
ties, groups tend to all support 
one cause and have a herd men¬ 
tality and it kills the real mean¬ 
ing of democracy.” 

The MVTA annual meeting 
will be held next month and the 
association will then elect new 
board members. 

“I had a very difficult time 
breaking away and it tore me 
for several months, but I must 
devote more time to my per¬ 
sonal life,” said Shea. “I will 
always have a deep respect for 
the alliances I became part of, 
namely the individuals who 
have been hurt by bad or biased 
governing in this county. I will 
take strong evidence forward to 
present to the Provincial over¬ 
seers that prove we need a con¬ 
trolling influence at the local 
level to protect our small soci¬ 
ety from “spite” governance.” 


“I indicated to them 
(special constables) there 
were members of the gal¬ 
lery who weren’t following 
the instructions of the 
Reeve and order needed to 
be restored,” said 
Johnsrude. 

Order was restored 
without incident after the 
meeting was recessed, but 
not before Derksen and 
Harvie had their say. 

When the report from 
Johnsrude was accepted 
by council, Derksen spoke 
out, encouraging council 
to do as the petition 
asked, even though it 
wasn’t sufficient. 

“We have gone through 
this for the second time 
(referring to a 2001 peti¬ 
tion which forced a non¬ 
binding plebiscite question 
to be added to municipal 
ballot, asking residents if 
they wanted a new admin¬ 
istration building, which 
75 per cent voted no to). 
What I fail to understand 
is that either was not 
enough. 

“I’ve been on council 24 
years, I cannot under¬ 
stand why we don’t allow 
these people to have this 
vote and let the chips fall 
where they may,” said 
Derksen. 

“I believe we are treat¬ 
ing our constituents with 
disrespect if we do not al¬ 
low this to go for a vote.” 

Harvie, who said he an¬ 
ticipated Derksen’s com¬ 
ments, made it perfectly 
clear that he and the rest 
of council, are following 
the wishes of the ratepay¬ 
ers in their division. 

“I fully anticipated your 
comments and I’m speak¬ 
ing for the more than half 
out there who do not share 
(your opinion),” said 
Harvie, before reiterating 
the timeline of the more 
than four years leading up 
to this moment. 


“There are accusations 
that council did not honour 
what was on that (2001) bal¬ 
lot and it needs to be very 
clear, council did honour the 
results of that ballot.” 

He explained that council 
approved a motion to re¬ 
scind a previous motion to 
build a new building (fol¬ 
lowing the wishes of the 
first petition). Harvie said 
numerous public meetings 
were held to get comment on 
what to do with the admin¬ 
istration building and there 
was enough comment from 
ratepayers asking council to 
re-think building new. The 
first time council voted to 
build new, they were just 
looking at a new building on 
their present site in 
Didsbury. 

Now, because of new in¬ 
formation, council has once 
again decided to build new, 
but on land they own near 
Olds/Didsbury Airport. 

Speaking to Derksen’s 
comments, Harvie said he 
viewed it as grandstanding. 

“I was concerned by Mr. 
Derksen’s grandstanding. A 
councillor is certainly enti¬ 
tled to his opinion in the 
process on the table but 
once a decision is made it 
becomes a council decision. 
Whether you are for or 
against it as a councillor 
you are obligated to go for¬ 
ward with that decision. 

“I felt he (Derksen) was 
playing to re-election com¬ 
ments, totally.” 

Derksen’s comments to¬ 
ward council prompted ap¬ 
plause from gallery mem¬ 
bers. 

When asked if he was sur¬ 
prised or disappointed by 
the gallery’s remarks to 
council, Harvie answered: “I 
expected it.” 

“This is a fairly charged 
issue for many people so 
there is going to be high lev¬ 
els of frustration and that 
was expressed at the meet¬ 


ing. I fully expected that, 
in saying that, they 
(Mountain View Taxpay¬ 
ers’ Association) have to 
understand this is not a 
heckle session,” said 
Harvie. 

Outbursts from numer¬ 
ous people in the gallery, 
including MVTA members, 
Murray Marsh, Henry 
Kuelker and Arnie Shea, 
yelled insults and allega¬ 
tions at council (as a 
whole) and particularly 
Harvie and Johnsrude. 

Henry Kuelker, chair¬ 
person of the petition com¬ 
mittee for Mountain View 
Taxpayers Association, 
said he is not particularly 
proud of the way the he, 
the gallery or the council 
acted during the meeting. 

“It wasn’t very nice re¬ 
ally, people in those posi¬ 
tions shouldn’t shout at 
each other, call each other 
liars and stuff like that,” 
said Kuelker explaining it 
to the level of frustration 
out there. 

“We will see a whole 
new council at this table af¬ 
ter the next election,” yelled 
one person. 

“They may get a whole 
new council,” said Harvie, 
after the meeting, “but those 
people will still have to fol¬ 
low the rules and regulations 
set out for them by county 
and provincial bylaws.” 

Council passed a motion 
to make an application to 
the Court of Queen’s Bench 
to get a declaration concern¬ 
ing the decision that was 
brought forward by 
Johnsrude. 

“Basically we want to vali¬ 
date the decision (to deem 
the petition not sufficient)," 
said Johnsrude. 

Mountain View Taxpayers’ 
Association will take direction 
from the Court of Queen's 
Bench before they make any 
decisions regarding the find¬ 
ings of the petition.

products are made from our 
culled cows and bulls. Pack¬ 
ers are paying farmers 10c to 
23c per pound for those ani¬ 
mals! And these are the ani¬ 
mals that recent federal and 
provincial programs are aimed 
at subsidizing. The taxpayers 
of Canada are indirectly sub¬ 
sidizing the packers and re¬ 
tailers, although the cheques 
are made payable to farmers. 

There is no doubt about it, 
beef producers need help. 
Nearly every farm sector 
needs help: hogs, sheep and 
lambs, grain, buffalo, elk, and 
beef. Only the supply-man¬ 
aged dairy and poultry sec¬ 
tors continue to stand on 
their own. Maybe we need to 
take a look at their successes. 

If we take a look at what 
has happened in the past, we 
see that the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment has learned little from 
their own programs. For ex¬ 
ample, in the fall of 1996, 
there was a lot of tough and 
damp grain in Alberta and 
most of it needed to be dried. 
The Alberta government made 
a payment to producers to off¬ 
set the high cost of propane. 
The energy companies quickly 
raised their prices, snatched 
a big chunk of that public 
money for themselves, and 
padded their profits. This is 
exactly what packers are do¬ 
ing today. 

Transnational fertilizer 
manufacturers play a similar 
game. These corporations ad¬ 
mit that they price according 
to what the market will bear. 
When grain prices rise, ferti¬ 
lizer companies raise their 


price to snatch any additional 
revenue right out of farmers’ 
jeans. Whether farmers gain 
additional revenue from the 
markets or from government 
payments, powerful 

transnationals, unrestrained 
by any real competition, are 
poised there to snatch away 
farmers’ profits. 

Farmers don’t need pity 
from governments or the gen¬ 
eral public. What we need is 
our proper share of the bil¬ 
lions of dollars that consum¬ 
ers already pay for food. The 
so-called market-driven 
economy that governments 
and economists like to talk 
about doesn’t include farmers. 
If it did, farmers wouldn’t be 
receiving just 10e to 23c per 
pound for cows and bulls 
while consumers pay $2.88 
per pound for hamburger. 
Canadian farmers grow the 
best produce in the world, yet 
farmers’ prices have increased 
little in the past 25 years. We 
are growing food at unsus¬ 
tainable prices. The entire 
agri-food chain is operating 
on the back of the family 
farm—profiting on the back 
of the family farm. Until we 
restore real competition in 
the packing and other agri-biz 
sectors, this corporate 
profiteering will continue. 

The Alberta government 
and the very groups that 
claim to represent produc¬ 
ers—such as the Alberta Beef 
Producers—are complicit in 
this great packer and retailer 
rip-off. By refusing to talk 
about packer and retailer 
power, by refusing to act to 


ensure adequate competition 
between these giant 
transnationals, by refusing to 
inquire into who is pocketing 
the vast sums that consum¬ 
ers pay for beef and other 
foods, these “leaders” are 
holding open the door while 
the corporations plunder 
farmers and consumers alike.

Petition insufficient!

A Petition which garnered 
1,775 Mountain View County 
residents’ names was deemed 
insufficient by MVC Commis¬ 
sioner Harold Johnsrude. 

Johnsrude, who must follow 
rules outlined in the Municipal 
Government Act to deem a pe¬ 
tition’s sufficiency, announced 
three reasons why the petition 
was not sufficient, to council 
and approximately 30 residents 
at a special meeting, Jan. 21. 

1. The petition was received 
on December 23, more than 60 
days from the resolution made 
by council to “proceed with op¬ 
tion two, that Mountain View 
County construct a new 
County Administration Build¬ 
ing on land owned by the 
County at the Olds/Didsbury 
Airport. 

“The heading of the petition 
makes specific reference to the” 
Administration Building” while 
the remainder of the petition 
refers to “any building”. The 
bylaw requested by the petition 
is in substance an amendment 
of Council’s resolution of Sep¬ 
tember 24. In order to amend 
that resolution, the petition, 
assuming there are sufficient 
signatures and all of the other 
technical requirements are 
compiled with, would have been 
required to be submitted to the 
County within 60 days.” 

2. The petition is petitioning 
for a bylaw including within 
Part 8 of the MGA. 

“Section 232(2) provides 
that a petition requesting a new 
bylaw under Part 8,9,10, or 17 


or an amendment or a repeal 
of a bylaw or a resolution made 
under part 8, 9, 10 or 17 has 
no effect. Of specific relevance 
is Part 8 of the MGA which 
deals with financial matters 
including the adoption of both 
operating and capital budgets. 
The wording of the petition 
seeks to limit Council’s ability 
to decide how much money may 
be spent on any building for a 
period of time. This is directed 
at Council’s discretion and ob¬ 
ligation to prepare and spend 
in accordance with an approved 
capital budget pursuant to Part 
8. Council has already resolved 
to include funds for the Admin¬ 
istrative Building in the 2004 
budget, clearly identifying that 
the expenditure of the monies 
will be addressed in the 
upcoming budget.” 

3. The petition did not have 
attached to it a signed statement 
of a person stating that the per¬ 
son is the representative of the 
petitioners and the municipality 
may direct any inquiries about 
the petition to that representa¬ 
tive. 

“Section 224(4) states that 
such a statement as described 
above is required with a petition. 

“Administration has not re¬ 
viewed in detail the signatures 
on the petition in terms of the 
other requirements under the 
MGA. A brief review has identi¬ 
fied some duplications but I con¬ 
clude that, had the petition not 
been declared insufficient for the 
above reasons, there are suffi¬ 
cient number of valid signatures 
to satisfy the requirements un¬ 
der the MGA." 


PEALING WITH MAINTENANCE ENFORCEMENT 

This article provides general information on legal topics and is not intended to provide legal 
advice or opinion. 

Q / Vf fallen behind on my child support payments, and they are going to cancel my driver \ licence. 
Help! 

The Maintenance Enforcement Program has wide-ranging powers to enforce child support and spousal 
support orders These powers have been given to the Program under federal legislation and in some instances, 
such as in the case of cancelled drivers' licences, even the Courts cannot reinstate these privileges 


Please note that while it is certainly possible to deal with Maintenance Enforcement yourself, most people 
hnd it helpful to retain a lawyer to assist them with the documentation required and to represent them in 


You will need a two pronged plan of action to deal with a situation in which your driver's licence has been cancelled: 

Mretly: Complete the Debtor's Statement of Finances sent to you by Maintenance Enforcement. Fax the Statement of Finances 
to Maintenance Enforcement and then set up a payment plan with them. Maintenance Enforcement cannot change child support 
amount in the Order, so plan on paying this amount even if incorrect or exorbitant, plus some amount towards arrears, for some 
months, until you are able to change the Order. 


Maintenance Enforcement should agree to temporarily lifting the restriction on yoqr licence if there is a payment plan in place 
and you are making payments. 7 


(If dealing with Maintenance Enforcement makes you hot under the collar, it is a good idea to authorize another person to talk to 
them for you.) 


Secondly: Make an application to C ourt as soon as possible to have the incorrect / out of date Order changed to reflect your 
actual income/present circumstances These applications arc called variation applications as they vary a previous Order, and have 
different procedures depending on whether your ex-spouse and yourself were living in a common law relationship or were 
married. 


Information that a judge will w ant to sec will include, at the very least, your income tax return and notices of assessment for the 
past three years and copies ot your pay stubs for the past three months. 


The name of the game is documentary proof. If you want the Court to consider the fact that you have been ill for instance, 
provide your medical reports, doctors tetters, etc. 


You should also ask the judge to state in the order that enforcement action will be suspended while you keep current w ith your 
child support payments and with payments towards child support arrears. In addition, ask the Court in your application to 
consider reducing arrears Keep in mind however that C ourts need very good reason to reduce arrears 


Deal with the situation before it gets out of control 

It goes without saying that the quickest and most cost effective way of dealing with a situation such as this is to stop it before it 


(a) Attend the child support hearing: 

Alberta Courts base child support on the income of the nun-custodial parent. Attend all hearings relating to child support or a 
judge will rely on whatever information is before him and make a child support order that may he based on incorrect information 
with regard to your income A child support order can he in place for Ik or more years. It makes sense to get the figures nght 


(b) Make sure the Court has your correct income figures: 

In addition if there are additional facts you feel the Court should take into consideration, make sure the judge is aware of 
them. Obviously this can only happen it eiftier you or your lawyer is present at the hearing 


(c) Make sure that information about a change in circumstances is put before the Court.

Local identical twin sis¬ 
ters Beth Wiens and Becky 
Sundberg have released 
their first published book 
this past week. The book is 
called, “Destined For Eter¬ 
nity”. 

“Our book is about a 
Christian who gets caught 
up in the concerns and af¬ 
fluence of this life and be¬ 
comes ineffective in sharing 
her faith with those around 
her,” said Wiens. “Niki Bow¬ 
ers is a young mom who is 
caught up in the busyness 
and details of life. When she 
realizes she is about to die 
and face her Maker, she 
knows she is not ready. 
While in a coma, she inter¬ 
acts with her guardian an¬ 
gel who shows her how her 
life has gotten off track. 
Though she is a Christian, 
she realizes she has been in¬ 
fluenced by the world in¬ 



stead of thinking about 
what’s important for eter¬ 
nity.” 

The women wrote this 
book to challenge people’s 
priorities and their view of 
success. They believe in our 
culture people often look to 
their big houses, money and 
accumulation of things to 


determine our level of suc¬ 
cess, and God is not con¬ 
cerned with those things. 

“He looks at our hearts 
and priorities and how we’ve 
touched the lives of those 
around us.” said Wiens. “I 
want people to see God’s 
care and interaction in their 
lives, and to view life from 
an eternal perspective. We 
cannot take all of our pos¬ 
sessions to heaven with us, 
all we can take is our fam¬ 
ily and friends.” 

Sundberg went on to say 
that this is a story about 
how people allow the wrong 
priorities to shift their focus 
away from God and what’s 
truly important. 

“How will we feel when 
one day we have to face Je¬ 
sus and give an account for 
how we lived our lives,” said 
Sundberg. “That’s the ques¬ 
tion we want people to 
think about.” 

The women started on 


this book ten years ago. It 
is the third book they have 
written together, but the 
first to be published. 

Wien’s aunt, Janette Oke 
is a well known author who 
inspired the women to tackle 
the project, and helped them 
format it. Oke is presently 
helping the women endorse 
the book. 

“The most challenging 
part of writing this book 
was finding the time and 
staying focused,” said 
Sundberg. 

Between the two women 
they have seven children. 
They moved to Didsbury 
from Ohio to attend the 
Mountain View Bible Col¬ 
lage, where they both gradu¬ 
ated from. 

The book is contemporary, 
so they did not need to do a 
lot of research, although 
their mom, a nurse, helped 
them with the medical back¬ 
ground. 


The book was written 
here in town, except for the 
final weekend when the 
women went away to finish 
it. 

The book is for sale at 
Didsbury Drugs, and can be 
purchased on-line or 
through either of the 
women. Half of the royalties 
from the book are going to¬ 
wards the Child Evangeli¬ 
calism Fellowship, a group 
Wiens and her husband are 
involved in. 

Although the book is 
about a Christian woman, it 
is recommended for both 
Christian and non-Chris¬ 
tians. 

The women are planning 
to write more books to¬ 
gether. 

“We enjoy writing to¬ 
gether," said Sundberg. “It 
keeps things fresh, we take 
turns writing so it is always 
exciting to see what happens 
next.” 
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Last Sunday, as I was planning appetizers for dinner 
guests, I made a quick and fruitless search for a Shrimp Ring. 
I could have sworn that I had one in the little upstairs freezer 
but there was none there so when we shopped for groceries 
this week I bought one. I also bought a whole salmon, al¬ 
though friends had just given us two nice pieces and my hus¬ 
band said he thought we had one in the freezer. I didn’t re¬ 
member there being any in the freezer and this one, I rea¬ 
soned, would be a nice size to cook as my contribution to the 
W I Ethnic dinner. The lovely fresh pieces from our friends 
I’m saving for the two of us. 

I also bought a flank steak, because it was just the right 
shape to fit in the slow cooker and miserable winter weather 
always inspires me to make pot roast. We hardly ever eat 
bacon but I bought some because it was on sale and I have 
been thinking of making baked beans. Sirloin steak was on 
sale as well, it was in a warehouse pack so there was quite a 
lot of it. When this happens I buy it, trim it up ready for the 
broiler and pack the serving size pieces in an ice cream pail. 

Fortunately lean hamburger was not on sale. I plan to buy 
about twelve pounds and make up meatballs for my daughter 
and daughter in law to have on hand when the new babies 
arrive. I’m not sure why I bought the Lean Links. Maybe 
because I thought the lean would counteract the bacon. All 
in all I bought an awful lot of meat for what is usually just 
two people. The grocery bill was, as usual, enormous. 

This morning it was cold and nasty and the birds were 
trying to get the last bit of sustenance from an almost nonex¬ 
istent piece of suet. I had to go downstairs to the big freezer 
to get a new piece and while I was there I did a bit of an 
inventory. I guess it’s official, I’m going to need some kind of 
counselling. 

There are two shrimp rings down there, they are dated 
April 2003. This means that if you sprinkled salt on an ice 
cube it would taste about the same as those shrimp. There 
are now two whole salmon, two ice cream pails full of trimmed 
steak, one pail of meatballs, one of hamburger patties, three 
packages of bacon and what looks suspiciously like a bulk 
piece, lots and lots of hamburger, a beef heart that may be 
several years old, some ancient beef bones, a whole lot of 
chicken, some liver, a huge ham in case we have a big crowd 
and several smaller ones in case the crowd is not so big. There 
are Lean Links and Farmer sausage, salami and garlic rings, 
pizza and breaded fish. There is even, I regret to say, a large 
piece of lutefisk that I have had for several years and have 
not had the courage to cook. 

I was raised in a large family that didn’t have any money 
to spare. We certainly did not go hungry but sometimes our 
meals were pretty basic and especially in winter we ate a lot 
of soup and a lot of canned wild meat. The soup was filled 
with root vegetables and the canned meat was served in it’s 
own gravy, over mashed potatoes and with either beet pick¬ 
les or a large dollop of relish. The relish was made from on¬ 
ions, cabbage and cucumber and was probably full of vita¬ 
mins. We had bread puddings, baked apples, canned fruit and 
baking powder biscuits and all the food was delicious for about 
the first forty times you ate it but after that you just needed 
to see a soup bowl to feel depressed. I don’t know how Mom 
retained her sanity but at least she didn’t have to plan too 
hard about what to make for dinner and she didn’t have to 
deal with making separate meals for picky eaters. We didn’t 
have that luxury. 

At the risk of having an idiot for a psychiatrist I think I 
can diagnose my own problem. Because of the lack of variety 
in the winter meals of my childhood I am obsessed with hav¬ 
ing variety in my house, especially in the winter. It may be a 
bit late for New Years resolutions but I’m going to make one 
anyway. I am going to use up all the old meat in the freezer 
before I buy any more. I may even cook the darn lutefisk.

Second semester of school 
off to a good start

Dear family and friends, 

We had a good start to our 
second semester of school. We 
lost 3 teachers to furloughs but 
gained 6 full-time and at least 
three part-time teachers. That 
makes things a lot easier for all 
of us. It is nice to be able to of¬ 
fer more of the electives and to 
have enough teachers in the 
middle school. When we look at 
the staffing situation for next 
year - considering all those go¬ 
ing on furlough or leaving fi¬ 
nally - it looks like we could 
have a situation that will be 
worse than the beginning of 
this school year. But we know 
that God is faithful and there is 
still time for Him to work and 
bring people here to fill all the 
positions. Some of the positions 
that will be vacant include: first, 
second and possibly third 
grades; music (instrumental 
and choral); middle school Eng¬ 
lish and social studies; high 
school Spanish, social studies, 
and computer; and chaplain. 
Please pray that these positions 
will be filled with just the peo¬ 
ple God wants to have here and 
if you are interested in coming 
to fill one of these positions, let 
us know. 

Saturday a former Hillcrest 
teacher got married. She is 
from the States while he is a 
Nigerian so the wedding was a 
combination of both cultures. It 
made me realize how little I am 
acculturated to Nigeria. The 
wedding was much longer than 
the average North American 
wedding. It started a half an 
hour late and lasted for 2 V* 
hours. It was much louder than 
I am used to. The big thing I 
noticed was that I could not 
understand the Nigerian Eng¬ 
lish. The groom comes from the 
east - Igbo land. Many of the 
people that participated in the 
wedding, reading scripture, 
praying, preaching etc. were 
from that area of the country 


and I had a very difficult time 
understanding what they were 
saying. I understood very little 
of the sermon and it lasted 
about 45 minutes. I did not un¬ 
derstand but a few words of one 
of the prayers. But the bride was 
radiant and looked very happy, 
as did the groom. I did not go 
to the reception but did hear 
that it finished about 5:00 p.m. 
(The wedding was to start at 
10:00 - so it made for a long 
day.) 

Yesterday at prayer meeting 
we prayed for some of the sin¬ 
gle ladies that we know who are 
working by themselves in diffi¬ 
cult areas of Nigeria. One 
works in the North where there 
is a lot of persecution of Chris¬ 
tian - especially new Christians 
who were formerly Muslim. 
Beatings, burning (houses and 
churches) and arrests are not 
uncommon. Another lives in a 
high crime area and more than 
once has had armed robbers in 
her house in the middle of the 
night. Please pray for these la¬ 
dies as they faithfully work in 
difficult situations. 

So far this semester I have a 
number of people volunteering 
in the library. It has been great. 
We are making real headway 
with getting the books on the 
computer for an online catalog. 
Between the several students 
working an hour here and there 
and the former student who has 
put in about 6 to 7 hours the 
past few days we have added 
several hundred books in the 
last two days. It sure keeps me 
busy. One step in the process 
(out of four) I need to do myself 
so there are days when I am 
quite a bit behind. We have al¬ 
most half of the elementary 
non-fiction section done. As we 
are entering the books I am also 
weeding out books. We have lots 
of old, dated books that are not 
being used. The information in 
some of them is so out of date 
that it is incorrect. My general 


criterion is that if the book is 
as old or older than I am and 
no one has used it for ten years 
it is time to pass it on to an¬ 
other library. There are plenty 
of schools that would love our 
rejects because they have very 
few books in their libraries. We 
will hold a sale in February. The 
school has decided that we need 
to sell the books so that the 
schools receiving them cannot 
complain that we gave more or 
better books to one school. All 
will have equal opportunity to 
buy the books at 15 - 50 cents 
depending on the condition of 
the book. We also get a little 
money that way to buy books 
locally for the library. 

I am continuing to teach my 
grade 6 library/research skills 
class but with a difference. They 
are 26 kids in the class and we 
have divided the class into five 
groups, one group each day. It 
really gives me the ability to 
help the kids individually. They 
will be working on a research 
project this semester and one of 
the options is doing it on the 
computer as a power point pres¬ 
entation. This schedule will also 
allow me to work with the stu¬ 
dents more, helping them to 
prepare their presentations. I 
have a few students that have a 
more difficult time staying on 
task and this will allow me to 
work more with them and help 
them to enjoy the research proc¬ 
ess. I am really looking forward 
to this class.

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Local woman awaiting brain surgery

Didsbury resident Crystal 
Meredith, has suffered with 
migraine headaches for 
years, and after those years 
of pain she was diagnosed 
with a brain tumour, an 
AVM, an arteriovenous mal¬ 
formation in the processing 
centre of her brain that re¬ 
quires surgery to remove it. 

Meredith was told by a 
neurosurgeon to start mak¬ 
ing immediate arrangements 
for tests in Toronto. This 
was months ago, and she 
and her family played the 
waiting game for the end of 
SARS, trying to get her tests 
scheduled. 

“She is my only child,” 
said Lynne Henderson, 
Meredith’s mom. “Her fam¬ 
ily doesn’t deserve this 
pain.” 

Due to circumstances 
Meredith is still waiting for 
surgery dates knowing there 
is a 409( chance that the tu¬ 
mour will rupture, she may 
have an aneurysm, seizure 
or she could have a stroke, 
resulting in possible death. 

“We don’t know what will 
happen,” said Henderson. 
“All we can do is pray.” 

This is not the first trag¬ 
edy for Meredith and her 
family, just four years ago 
her husband, Wayne, under¬ 
went open-heart surgery to 
replace his aorta valve that 
stopped functioning. They 
replaced it with a mechani¬ 
cal one and he is presently 
fine, though limited as to 
what he can do. Wayne is 
only 30 years old, and Crys¬ 
tal is 28.

Through these tragedies, 
the couple has accumulated 
debt, as Wayne was unable 
to work, and had to move in 
with his parents along with 
their daughter Montana, 
who is eight years old. They 
could not afford to be on 
their own while going 
through Wayne’s medical 
problems. 

Since both have been un¬ 
able to work for a period of 
time it has left them in fi¬ 
nancial difficulties.

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Regional panel to probe domestic violence protection orders

Justice and social 
service professionals in 
Central Alberta knowl¬ 
edgeable about domes¬ 
tic violence aren’t sat¬ 
isfied that the legal 
system is giving the 
same protection to 
women and children in 
the region as they 
would get in Calgary 
or Edmonton. 

A panel of lawyers, 
police, hearing officers 
and other experts will 
be convened by the 
Crown prosecutors of¬ 
fice and the regional 
domestic violence 
steering committee, 
probably in March, to 
determine why the sys¬ 
tem of obtaining emer¬ 
gency protection or¬ 
ders isn’t working as 
well as it should. 

There is a problem, 
said Sylvan Lake law¬ 
yer Sharon Crooks. 
Where it stems from is 
hard to say at this 
point. All the evidence 
is anecdotal. 

Crooks says the 
RCMP, which is in¬ 
volved in obtaining 
protection orders dur¬ 
ing crises, say its offic¬ 
ers are being turned 
down too often, and 


that the process which 
requires them to apply 
by phone for the orders 
to hearing officers in 
Calgary or Edmonton 
is inefficient. 

The amount of time 
it takes and the 
number of times they 
are turned down are 
troubling, Crooks 
stated. 

Crooks, who is also 
on the executive of the 
Central Alberta Bar 
Association, says that 
there are also ambigui¬ 
ties in the way the 
province Family Vio¬ 
lence Act is being inter¬ 
preted. 

The move to hold a 
community panel 
comes in spite of reas¬ 
surances this month 
from Justice Minister 
Dave Hancock that the 
process in central Al¬ 
berta for obtaining 
emergency protection 
orders during domestic 
crises is more efficient 
than appointing a cen¬ 
tral Alberta Justice of 
the Peace. 

As it stands, an 
RCMP or child welfare 
officer calling Calgary 
or Edmonton for tel¬ 
ephone hearings, or an 
alleged victim goes to 
Provincial Court in 


Red Deer. 

The telephone applica¬ 
tions can be made 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

Although he defended 


the present system, 
Hancock also said his de¬ 
partment “continually 
evaluates service levels 
and strives to improve.” 

And he asked for spe¬ 


cific examples of problems 
that are being encountered 
to assist in determining 
whether the normal proc¬ 
ess is adequate. 

“We need specific inci¬ 


dents,” Crooks agreed. 
“Those are difficult to track 
and document. If the system 
appears to be working, is it 
because people are no longer 
applying (for protection)?”

But the theory behind how an 
engine works is only part of 
Daub’s new job.

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QUESTION: I ’ve always thought a man should be willing 
to work and sacrifice to reach his goals. I’ve heard you say 
“cool the passion and postpone the dream.” That isn’t the 
way I was taught. 

DR. DOBSON: There’s nothing wrong with having a pas¬ 
sion and a dream. It should, however, be kept in balance with 
other valuable components of your life — your family and your 
relationship with God being chief among them. 

Let me illustrate that need to keep the various compo¬ 
nents of our lives in perspective. 1 read an article in the Los 
Angeles Times about a man named J.R. Buffington. His goal 
in life was to produce lemons of record-breaking size from the 
tree in his back yard. He came up with a formula to do just 
that. He fertilized the tree with ashes from the fireplace, some 
rabbit-goat manure, a few rusty nails and plenty of water. 
That spring, the scrawny little tree produced two gigantic lem¬ 
ons, one weighing over five pounds. But every other lemon on 
the tree was shrivelled and misshapen. Mr. Buffington is still 
working on his formula. 

Isn’t that the way it is in life? Great investments in a 
particular endeavour tend to rob others of their potential. I’d 
rather have a tree covered with juicy lemons than a record- 
breaking but freakish crop, wouldn’t you? Balance is the word. 
It is the key to successful living ... and parenting. 

Husbands and wives who fill their lives with never-end¬ 
ing volumes of work are too exhausted to take walks together, 
to share their deeper feelings, to understand and meet each 
other’s needs. This breathless pace predominates in millions 
of households, leaving every member of the family frazzled 
and irritable. Husbands are moonlighting to bring home more 
money. Wives are on their own busy career track. Their chil¬ 
dren are often ignored and life goes speeding by in a deadly 
routine. Even some grandparents are too busy to keep the 
grandkids. I see this kind of overcommitment as the quickest 
route to the destruction of the family. And there simply must 
be a better way. 

Some friends of mine recently sold their house and moved 
into a smaller and less expensive place just so they could lower 
their payments and reduce the hours required in the workplace. 
That kind of downward mobility is almost unheard of today 
— it’s almost un-American. But when we reach the end of our 
lives and we look back on the things that mattered most, those 
precious relationships with people we love will rank at the top 
of the list. 

If friends and family will be a treasure to us then, why 
not live like we believe it today? That may be the best advice I 
have ever given anyone — and the most difficult to imple¬ 
ment. 

So keep your dream and your passion. Work hard to 
achieve the success you crave. But don’t let it become a 5- 
pound lemon that destroys the rest of your crop. You'll regret 
it if you do! 

QUESTION: When parents need help with sex education, 
who do you think should provide it? 

DR. DOBSON: It is my strong conviction that churches 
believing in abstinence before marriage and in lifelong marital 
fidelity should step in and offer their help to families sharing 
that commitment. Where else will moms and dads find propo¬ 
nents of traditional morality in this permissive day? There is 
no other agency or institution likely to represent the theology 
of the church better than the church itself. It is puzzling to me 
why so few have accepted this challenge, given the attack on 
biblical concepts of morality today. 

A few parents who enroll their children in private schools 
are able to get the help they need with sex education. Even 
there, however, the subject is often ignored or handled inad¬ 
equately. What has developed, unfortunately, is an informa¬ 
tional vacuum that sets the stuge for far-reaching programs 
in the public schools that go beyond parental wishes, begin¬ 
ning in some cases with kindergarten children.

This afternoon I’ll ask for 
prayer from our missionary 
friends here in Jos. 

I’m also asking you to pray 
that my journeys will be safe 
and uneventful. I’d rather not 
have stories to tell when I 
come back. 

I need to travel to Abuja, 
Ilorin, T.M, and Minna. Lord 
willing. I’ll be back in Jos next 
Monday. The total trip is 
about 1200 miles (over 1900 
km). Please pray. 

Janet and I are finding dif¬ 
ferent ways to use our tithe 
money. We give some each 
month to a Nigerian veteri¬ 
narian who is working with 
the Fulani (nomadic cow herd¬ 
ers). His professional skills 
give him opportunities to 
speak with these mostly-Mus- 


live and work in different 
places, but it is still a hard¬ 
ship. 

We are very impressed with 
these Nigerians who are serv¬ 
ing Christ in some difficult 
places. We certainly want to 
support them. However, 
when we leave Nigeria we 
probably won’t be able to con¬ 
tinue the support. 

We don’t want them to be 
dependent on our giving so we 
give moderately to each. We 
thank God for bringing these 
people into our lives and giv¬ 
ing us the opportunity to be 
a part of their ministries. 

Thank you for your sup¬ 
port and for your prayers.
